A lending merchant, a job- 
ber, who had had experience where there 
were two telephone companies operating 
In tho saino city, und is opposed to any 
competitive company puts the matter 
this way:

the absolute absurdity of competition in 
this sort of service for if competition is 
practicable and a good tiling tho council 
should charter all three opposition com- 
panies instead of one, and have four dif- 
ferent toll line connections 
with 
the 


state." That does not sound like such 
bad logic and if it is good logic it means 
that the more competition the more nui- 
sance and expense to telephone users. 


MEANS A LEGAL FIGHT. 


Milwaukee has another public service 


question pending in the lighting business. 
The city has voted two or three times to 
go into electric lighting for street ser- 
vice. Tho matter has been held in alrcy- 
nuon on the ground that Hie city hnd 
neither money nor credii. to expend in 
this direction.

This will precipitate 
a legal light as there! is grave doubt 
whether or not the water fund moneys 
ran be legally diverted to other pur- 
poses. They have been so diverted, for 


years, despite the illegality of the pro- 
ceeding and attempt'was'made to legal- 
ize the past diversions, by special stat- 
ute, lafit winter. But it will not be ac- 
cepted without contest. Milwaukee's ex- 
perience in a municipal garbage plant 
ias been so bad that it does not furnish 
an attractive argument for municipal 
ownersliip.

CONSTANTINOPLE, 
Sept. IS.—The

ESOPUS, N. Y., Sept. 13—Former 


Judge,1 Alton B. Parker, last year the

"What has been proved in the case of 


the New York Life will undoubtedly be. 
proved in the other cases. The facts ex- 
ist, and honest and able counsel backed 
by an honest committee will undoubted- 
ly bring them out for the public good. 


"Were there an investigation of rail- 


road, manufacturing, and other corpora- 
tions it would be found tlmt these life 
insurance officers were not the only cor- 
poration officers who put their hands in- 
to the treasury and took out moneys be- 
longing to the widows and orphans to 
help secure a partisan triumph, 


"That their acts were unlawful and 


their purposes corrupt goes without say- 
ing. They intended to have the money 
used, at it was, in corrupting to elector- 
ate. Mr. Perkins makes the point that 
John A. SIcCall, the president of tho 
New York Life, is a Democrat, Appar- 
ently ho would have the public assume

Mr. Bryan notes an immense.increase , 


n naval expenditure all over the world, ; 
the largest being that of Groat Britain 
nnd the United States. The former na- 
tion in ISrtO spent $85,000,000 upon its 
navy and 5200,000,000 in 1005. -The Unit- 
•d States, which in 1800 spent 523,000,000, 
spent in 1003 nearly 
$85,000,000. In 


France, Germany, Italy and'Russia the 
ncrease also has been large, though Rus- 
sia now has virtually lost its Jleet. This, 
iowever,"must compel a still 'greater ex- 
penditure in the future. 
: • 


In studying the reasois vchieh 
have 


urged the powers to incn-:i?v. their naval 
strength he thinks that all danger 
to 


Italy from France has disappeared; that 
any struggle between Frasce and Ger- 
many would not bo determined at sea; 
and that there is no danger of a. rupture 
between Germany and England. Great 
Britain has a stronger reason for a large 
navy than any other power. It has great 
territories beyond the ocean to defend, 
and some of them are coterminous with 
the dominions of military powers which 
have far larger armies, and thus the sea 
becomes an important 
element of its 


strength. 
— 
- 


Applying his inquiries to the United 


States he urges-triat it does not need a 
navy as a defense against invasion, for 
no invasion could' hope to succeed. With 
its wealth, p-eat.resources, the alertness 
and ingenuity of its citizens "in swiftly 
producing and skillfully employing every- 
thing necessary for warlike purpose.?," he 
5s of opinion that ""no country could hope 
to gain anything from her that she now 
possesses. 
None could hold out so long 


as she could in a protracted struggle." 
The only antagonist that could uttempt 
to blockade our const is Great Britain, 
but "the eventuality of B war 
between 


America and Britain may he dismissed 
as outside the range of present practical 
politics, not merely for sentimental rea- 
sons, but also for other reasons of the 
strongest cogency." 


Mr. Bn-cc meets tho argument that the 


United States is now an ocean power and 
holds territories which can only be de- 
fended by a navy with 
the 
question, 


"Who could attack her with any pros- 
pect, of ultimate success?" and the sug- 
gestion that Americans do not recognize 
how true it is that "in a naval war vic- 
tory must ultimately po to the nation 
which commands the largest resources." 
While recognizing America's right 
to 


have, a great navy if it wishes, and the 
henrty acknowledgement of that wish by 
all Enplii-hmcn, as tho tvro nations nru 
likely to continue standing together, still 
it is evident ho doubts whether either 
country requires the stupendous nrma- 
ments they nre asked to maintain and 
create, whether as a matter of policy or 
of their attitude toward other countries. 
It is also evident from the tone of the 
article throughout that Mr. Hryce has 
no fear that the friendly relations be- 
tween Great Britain 
and the 
United 


States are likelj to be disturbed. At tho 
same time, while conceding that Euro- 
pean nations do not need any further in- 
crease of their naval strength, Americans 
will hardly yield the contention that, in 
view of the Immense const linn of this 
countrv on two oceans, its security for 
its foreign territory, and its relations to 
Central and South America, it is only rea- 
sonable it should have a navy equal in 
strength, at lenst, to that of any foreign 
nation.

He expresses confi- 
dence thot the friendship of Jnpsn for 
America is abiding, following is the text 
of Secretary Taft's dispatch which was 
made public by direction of the presi- 
dent: 


POLICE ACTED UNWISELY. 


"Tokio, Sept. 17, 1005—The President: 


Til? Japanese government is very anx- 
ious that the disturbances in Tokio and 
other towns should not be considered as 
anti-American demonstrations. They say 
they arose as folows: 
Many of the Ja- 


panese people were disappointed because, 
their hopes in respect to the results of 
•tho war had been greatly exaggerated by 
unexpected and uniform victories.

I feel sure that tho statement of 
the authorities i* correct and that any 
effort to create the impression that there 
is an anti-foreign demonstration or anti- 
American sentiment in the great body of 
the people of Japan is unjust. I hope 
that you will deem it wise to give public-

friendship for America and gratitude for 
the assistance which you rendered them 
in the matter of pence is abiding.

IN ELEVEN YEARS 


Verdigris at 
Madison, Kas-> Has 


Overflowed Banks—Half of Town 


Now Under Water—No 


Lives Lost. 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. IS.—Heavy rains and 


swollen tributaries have caused a rise of 
over ten feet in the Mississippi river dur- 
ing the past twenty-four hours and re- 
sulted in damage along the 
St. Louis 


river front amounting to many thous- 
ands of dollars. A vast amount of pro- 
duce and other shipping property along 
the Levee is still in danger. The river 
stage this forenoon has reached 23.07 
feet, a sudden rise of 10.05 feet in twen- 
ty-four hours. The danger line is 35 feet. 
The water is gradually creeping up arid 
it is predicted that by night fall 
the 


gauge will show a stage of 28 feet. 


SWEPT AWAY IN FLOOD. 


Produce houses and grain and cotton 


firms, having consignments stored along 
the levee has today organized gangs of 
laborers and endeavored to have their 
property saved from being swept away, 
but the suddenness of the freshet inter- 
fered to a considerable extent.

ands of barrels of apples, bales of hay,

one instance 75,000 feet of lumber were 
swept away. Men worked waist deep in 
the flood intercepting floating merchan- 
dise and r, fleet of skiffs manned by men 
with boathooks assisted in the salvage 
work. 


QUICKEST RISE IN YEARS.

Jolin 1>. Gtrra Warning Airalnst Drink- 


Cites an Kxnmple. 


CLEVELAND, O., Sept. IS.—"I believe 


that yon men of this class are doing a 
great work toward the coming of the 
day of the Lord," said John D. Rockefel- 
ler yesterday morning in beginning his 
address to the Sundny school of Euclid 
avenue Baptist church. He carried his 
new pearl hat and tan gloves in his hand 
and emphasized his remarks with the 
former. The red flower was in a button- 
hole of his Mack frock coat. Continuing 
he said: 


"I wish to add a few remarks to those 


which I made lost Sunday nbout the 
drunkard. Then, I warned the class 
against the good fellow. I remember 
reading of an incident in a newspaper 
several years ago illustrating this.

different residences, some of them being 
among the finest homes in the city. But 
in spite of the territory they coveret 
the thieves failed to secure much booty 
and at every house they attempted to 
rob they made a bungling job of the af- 
fair which leads the polico to 
believe 


that the crooks were either amateurs in 
the burglars' profession, or just common 
everyday hoboes. 


People throughout the city are pretty 


badly frightened, nevertheless, for burg- 
laries and assaults by midnight prowl- 
ers of late have been coming with amaz- 
ing frequency. Many citizens have arm- 
ed themselves heavily and certain rooms 
in their homes resemble small arsenals. 


Again comes the cry of insufficient po- 


lice protection and to this fact is un 
doubtedly due the increase of. crime in 
the city during the 
past few months 


while crooks of all kinds have been driv- 
en from the larger cities and not until 
more officers have been put on the po- 
lice force can an abatement of the crime 
wave be expected. 


THE RESIDENCES ENTERED. 


TIi Sunday morning burglaries were 


confined to the southwestern part of. the 
city and the homes which were the ob- 
jects of the burglars' visit were those of 
Mayor Peter B. Nelson, ex-Mayor Mich- 
ael Higgins, Thomas M. Kearney, Ham- 
ilton Utley, George Teall, W. G. Sittings 
and Robert Williams at West Racine. 
Shortly after midnight the burglars com- 
menced to work in the vicinity of Wash 
ington and Asylum avenues, trying to 
get into Mayor Nelson's home. In forc- 
ing <m entrance at one of the windows a 
small table just inside was knocked over 
and the noise aroused the family and 
frightened away the thief. He secured 
nothing. 


TOOK SAVINGS BANK. 


When the thief, or thieves, reached the 


home of ex-Mayor Higgins thej' secured 
an entrance without disturbing the oc- 
cupants of the house and got away with 
a child's savings bank containing quite 
a sum of money. At T. M. Kearney's 
home the prowlers succeeded in getting 
into the cellar, but were unable to force 
an entrance to the upper part of the 
house and left. Nothing stolen. At the 
homes of Mr. Teall, Mr. Utley and Mr.

If tlie scandals 


lately unveiled in the federal printing 
ollice have the effect of calling attention 
generally to the magnitude of the busi- 
ness carried on by this branch of the 
government and the need of putting it 
on a business basis, they will have serv- 
ed a useful purpose. Like other branch- 
es of tho administration, the printing 
otlice, starting as a modest enterprise, 
has expanded beyond all expcetation, un- 
til it now constitutes- a business as great 
as that carried on by .some of the larger 
corporations. The figures presented by 
W. S. ilcssiter of the census bureau in 
the current number of the Atlantic show- 
in 
detail this surprising 
growth. 
In 


1700 the nation's printing bill was i?8,- 
TSo. Government publications were few 
and comparatively crude. Last year the 
amount expended for printing was $7,- 
080,000, and this expenditure is increas- 
ing. If Mr. Kossiter's estimate is cor- 
rect tlie government printing done in the 
present decade will cost more than .$150,- 
000,000. 


The need or utility of so vast-nil out- 


lay is open to question. There is good 
ground for the suspicion that many o£ 


{3 ponderous tomes turned out of the 


nation's printery, to be stowed away on 
top shelves, are of little service to any 
one. Tho tendency to regard this branch 
of the government as legitimately educa- 
tional, however, seems to be growing 
nnd the demand for elaborate reports ou 
all .manner of subjects, from forests and 
fisheries to insect pests and the pedi- 
grees of Indian tribes, seems greater than 
ever. Xor is it confined to the several 
departments 
respectively interested in 


these things. As a reflection of the edu- 
cational nnd scientific trend in American 
life, the reports have become a source of 
pride to t!ic savants arid specialists, if 
not to the people. 


The point of concern to the public is 


what measures can be taken to put this 
important government industry 
on 


business basis. Mr. Hossiter considers 
the prices the government pays for its 
printing "from one and one-half to ten 
times 
as high" us a private concern 


would 
puy 
for the same work, even 


counting in the rent, interest and profit 
which the latter would have to provide 
for. 
In tho t'ncc of such a sowing of 


extravagance and waste it is small won- 
der that the investigations of the special 
commission appointed by the president 
take «. .sensational turn. If that body 
does its work well it should sa.ve the 
people millions annually in one depart- 
ment alone.

This original 
concession was granted some time ago 
for certain defined purposes and under 
which twenty-eight miles of road were 
constructed, but for some reason this 
concession has been revoked, the course 
being taken

made to the owners thereof through gov-

officials. 
This concession is 


known as the Canton-Hankow and in con-

BOSTON, Sept. 18.—The Armenian

SULTAN AGAIN IN TROUBLE 


Ancera IlnsslR by Constructing: Fortifica- 


tions on tho Tlosphorus. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, 
Sept. 13—The 


steady progress of work on the new for- 
tifications on the Bosphorus is causing 
friction between the Russians and the 
Porte. 
The fortifications were hastily 


commenced at the time of the mutiny on 
board tho Russian battleship Kniaz Po- 
tcmkino, Turkey seizing on the pretext 
as a means for carrying out a scheme 
of fortification which she had long de- 
sired, but which had always been opposed 
by Russia. 


It is understood that the question was 


discussed at the recent audience which 
the Russian ambassador M. Zinovieft had 
with the ultoii, the ambassador pointing 
out that the further fortifications at the 
straits was incompatible with friendly re- 
lations between Turkey and Russia. 
Meanwhile the works are being actively 
pushed, though they oan Imrdly be com- 
pleted for several months. The Porte 
continues its irrecoiieiliable attitude re- 
;arding tho proposed international finan- 
cial control of Macedonia.

self destruction. 


"Wherever my (laughter would go," 


Mr. Berry said, "it would .seem as if 
somebody" was ready to point to her <\s 
a girl who had been mixed up in a di.-i- 
graceful all'air. Then she went 
away 


from home to seek employment in otluu- 
cities. She would be a short time in a 
plt-ce, when the story would reach the 
ears of her employers uml she would be 
told that she could not remain. 
This 


happened several times until my child 
could not bear it any longer." 


Klinor Berry, the dead girl's brother 


•who was with the father, said that a 
letter had been received by the family 
from the girl, in which they were notified 
bv her that she had decided to nut au 
end to it. 


"1 cannot bear this false stain on my 


character." she wrote to her father, "and 
I sec nothing else left for me to do than 
to kill myself. Please forgive me and 
believe that I would not do this thing 
if it were not that 1 am nearly out of 
my mind with grief and horror at the 
av'-ftil story which everybody seems to 
think is true." 


EMPLOYKU SVKJIUUD. 


When Mr. Berry saw Coroner Scholer 


he told more details of the events which 
led up to his daughter's 
suicide.. She 


was employed, he said as a stenographer, 


• 
by the A. L. Pickard Klectrical Manufac- 
turing company of Boston. About a year 
ago, he said, Mr. .Pickard wa.s committed 
to an insane asylum but did not stay 
there long, lie was released by a court 
order. During the ti»e he was in the asy- 
lum Miss Berry was in charge of the bus- 
iness. Mr. Pickard returned to his office 
after his release from the asylum. He 
committed suicide in June last. His fam- 
ily took charge of his affairs and Miss 
Berry lost her place. The story 
was

creed: 


"First to revoke the order placing a 


higher duty on certain goods of United 
States origin which are included under 
sections 82, 150, 151, 152, 153, 101, 167 B 
and 173 C of the general customs tariffs 
for European trade, and to revoke also 
the necessity for showing a declaration of 
origin of manufacture. 


THE ARTICLES AFFECTED. 


"Second this order shall bo published 


in the index of the laws and telegraphic 
instructions shall be .given to all customs 
houses to put it into effect at once." . 


The imports affected' by the foregoing 


sections include resins, tars, finished and 
unfinished cast iron, wrought iron and 
steel and manufactures thereof, such as. 
boilers, tools, sewing machines, agricul- 
tural implements, traction engines and 
gas and water meters. These arc now 
importable under the general European 
tariff and after January 1 under the 
schedules of the new Russo-German com- 
mercial treaty.

THE MERITS OF THE RUSSIAN 


ARMY. 


Chicago Tribune: 
The military cor- 


respondent of the London Times, while 
giving the Japanese credit 
for "valor, 


discipline, and the national spirit of self- 
sacrifice, crowned by all-conquering in- 
telligence," properly and justly extols 
the merits of the Russian army. The 
weakness of Russia's navy and the un- 
skillfulness of its handling must be ad- 
mitted, but so far as its army is con- 
cerned all military men will approve the 
Times' correspondent's statement: "That 
an army should fight continuously for 
\ eighteen months without a gleam of suc- 
'c'css, lose half its men in action, and re- 
tain cohesion and stomach for fighting 
to the lost, speaks volumes for the sol- 
idity of Russian armies." 


It will not reflect upon the record of 


the Japanese army for the valor and ef- 
ficiency of its rank and file or the cool- 
headcdness and strategic skill of its ofli- 
ccrs to give to the Russian soldiers all 
that is duo to them. The situation 
which confronted Russia from the begin- 
ning was hopeless. 
Its army was 5,000 


miles from its base and at the end of a 
single track road from Moscow. With 
all its efforts to enlarge its railroad fa- 
cilities they were wretchedly insufficient 
in transporting men, munitions, and sub- 
sistence, nnd this only communication 
with its base was liable at any time to 
be cut or to fall into the bauds of the 
enemy. Ou the other hand, Japan liad 
the open sea, unopposed most of the 
time by any hostile vessels, and so many 
lines of communication 
from 
its sea 


bases to its array frout that it could cm- 
ploy one or another as best suited the 
emergency at the time being. With this 
immense advantage, being at no time 
more than a week's distance from source 
of supply to the front, with armies as 
largo and some times larger than the 
Russian forces, equally brave, equally 
well equipped, and better officered, Jap- 
an had the advantage. Had the cases 
been reversed the constant defeats which 
the Russians suffered might have been 
the fate of Japan. Like Russia it might 
have given up the unequal struggle wHh- 
out a victory to be inscribed upon its 
banners. 


That the Russians fought so long in a 


contest which they must have known 
was hopeless was probably due to pride 
nnd to their unwillingness to admit de- 
feat at, the hands of a smaller and weak- 
er nation, but at the same time their 
dogged persistence under such disadvan- 
tages shows, as the Times' correspond- 
ent says, their "solidity." From the mil- 
itary point of view it was wise for the 
Russian government to make peace, for 
even had the war been prolonged the 
outcome must have been the same. The 
Times' correspondent is correct when he 


"History shows, as we remarked at 


the outset of 
the campaign, that 


throughout the long records of war few 
distant expeditions on a grand scale 
have succeeded, and that the majority 
have ended by the ruin of the army 
and nation embarking upon them. It is 
not with impunity that a. nation ranges 
the resistless forces of nature, distance, 
and climate in the ranks of its foes, 
These forces, the natural guardians of 
Russia, Russia abandoned 
to her foe,
